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This  Town  Report  is  dedicated  in  memory  of  Frederick  Pilotte,  a  life-long 
resident  of  Dalton.  He  was  a  building  contractor  and  served  as  a  Selectman  from 
1974  until  1981. 


SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Nineteen  hundred  eighty-six  was  a  year  of  many  changes  for  the  Town  of  Dalton. 
As  we  begin  1987,  we  are  finding  progression  and  changes  happening  at  a  much  faster 
rate  than  some  had  expected.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  boards  of  the  township 
are  prepared  to  handle  these  changes  as  they  occur. 

As  in  the  past,  our  highest  priority  remains  the  quality  of  our  roads.  Major  repairs 
have  been  made  on  some  of  our  roads  during  the  past  year  and,  hopefully,  we  will  be 
able  to  repair  additional  roads  during  this  year.  With  the  aid  of  the  State  Department 
of  Transportation,  the  French  Road  was  resurfaced,  with  additional  work  planned  dur- 
ing 1987. 

Articles  passed  at  1986  Town  Meeting,  listed  below,  have  been  acted  upon: 

1.  Monies  appropriated  for  the  town's  reappraisal  have  been  put  into  a  certificate 
of  deposit. 

2.  Monies  appropriated  for  the  capital  reserve  funds  (for  the  replacement  of  equip- 
ment for  both  the  Fire  Department  and  Highway  Department)  have  been  deposited  in 
those  accounts. 

3.  Appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  future  municipal  needs  of  the  Town  of  Dalton 
and  the  construction  and  positioning  of  a  new  town  garage.  The  delegates  of  this  com- 
mittee, Mr.  Clare  Packard,  Mr.  Richard  Bowers  and  Mr.  Bert  Johnson,  have  completed 
their  study  and  the  results  can  be  found  within  this  Town  Report. 

Goals  we  have  set  for  1987: 

1.  A  complete  survey  on  the  condition  of  Class  V  gravel  roads  with  the  assistance 
of  personnel  from  the  State  Department  of  Transportation;  and  the  continuation  of  road 
repairs. 

2.  Construction  of  a  new  highway  department  garage. 

3.  Construction  of  a  central  septic  system  for  the  municipal  buildings  (town  hall,  fire 
station  and  town  garage). 

4.  Repairing  the  town  hall  and  fire  station  as  requested  in  the  warrant. 

5.  An  application  was  submitted  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning  in  January,  1987, 
for  an  additional  community  development  block  grant  to  cover  most  of  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost  for  the  Bridge  Hill  sewer  project. 

6.  To  complete  both  Phase  I  and  Phase  II  of  the  Dalton  Housing  Program  made 
possible  by  grant.  A  status  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Charles  Davisson,  Office  Manager, 
is  included  within  this  Town  Report. 

7.  Reappraisal  of  the  Town  will  begin  with  expectations  of  its  completion  within  18 
months. 

8.  Working  with  the  North  Country  Council  to  find  a  solution  to  the  "open  burning" 
at  the  town  dump  will  continue. 

A  "one-time"  note  was  initiated,  similar  to  last  year's,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  school 
taxes  for  the  entire  year.  The  Board  was  able  to  save  a  considerable  amount  for  the 
Town  as  the  interest  rates  were  even  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  years.  The  Board 
hopes  that  this  will  become  a  continued  practice  in  the  future. 

Like  the  neighboring  towns  surrounding  us,  Dalton  is  growing!  Needless  to  say,  along 
with  the  growth,  we  will  have  our  own  share  of  "growing  pains."  We  live  in  a  "good" 
town,  but  we  can  have  a  "better"  town  if  we  strive,  as  a  whole,  to  plan  ahead.  Problems 
due  to  our  impending  growth  can  be  dealt  with,  with  ease,  if  we  plan  ahead  and  go  forward 
working  together. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  Dalton  for  the  entrusted  privilege  of  serving 
the  community  and,  again,  extends  its  many  thanks  for  the  support  and  cooperation

The  polls  will 
be  open  at  12  o'clock  and  will  close  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  business  meeting 
will  be  held  at  the  Dalton  Elementary  School  Gymnasium  and  will  open  at  7:30  o'clock 
in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,400,000  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facilities  which  are 
requirements  contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33 
U.S.C.  S1251  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  federal  funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised 
by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed  $385,000  under  and  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H.  R.S.A.  33.1  et  seq.,  as  amended) 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  highway  department  garage  behind  the  present  garage,  and  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $30,000  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  with  the 
balance  of  $70,000  to  be  raised  by  notes  and  bonds.  Voting  on  this  article  shall  be  by 
written  ballot,  and  a  two-thirds  (2A)  affirmative  vote  is  required  for  adoption  of  this 
article  pursuant  to  RSA  33:8. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $287  for  the 
Lancaster  District  Court  Juvenile  Diversion  Program. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300  to  con- 
tribute to  the  North  Country  League  of  Women  Voters'  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Project.  This  regional  project  will  enhance  the  proper  disposal  of  hazardous 
household  products  which  are  corrosive,  toxic,  reactive  and/or  flammable,  including 
household  cleaners,  paint  products,  pesticides/herbicides,  automotive  products,  etc. 
Subject  to  adequate  funding  and  application  approval,  collection  will  take  place  by  June 
30,  1987.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000  for  the  purpose  of 
installing  a  septic  system  for  the  town  buildings,  to  be  located  behind  the  Town  Hall. 

1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be 
added  to  the  revaluation  account. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  have  a  revaluation  of  the 
Town  done,  with  payment  for  such  service  to  be  made  from  the  revaluation  account, 
pending  passage  of  article  11. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000  to  be  added  to  the 
Town  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  highway 
equipment. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,500  to  be  added  to  the 
Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  fire 
equipment. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  remove 
$5,000.00  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  Fire  Equip- 
ment, and  expend  the  same  $5,000.00  for  the  completion  of  the  new  Tank  Truck  and 
for  a  Two-Way  Radio  for  the  same  Tank  Truck. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  transfer  $1,194.84 
to  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  fire 
equipment.  This  amount  represents  the  balance  of  1986  appropriations  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Budget. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for  the 
Lunenburg-Gilman-East  Concord  Senior  Citizens,  Inc. 

18.  The  Town  of  Whitefield,  Senior  Citizens  Club  of  which  Dalton  residents  are  a 
part,  of  the  non-profit  organization,  would  like  to  see  if  the  Dalton  town  voters  would 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00,  the  same  as  last  year,  to  assist  or  fund,  in  whole  or 
in  part  the  Whitefield  Senior  Center,  for  programs  for  the  aging.  By  petition. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500  for  the 
replacement  of,  or  repairs  to,  the  Town  Hall  roof. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 ,000  for  repairs 
and  handicapped  revisions  to  the  Town  Hall. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,100  for  the  replacement 
of  the  overhead  doors  in  the  fire  station  with  insulated,  electrically  operated  doors,  and 
to  add  6"  of  ceiling  insulation. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  create  a  special  unpaid  committee  to 
be  known  as  the  Upper  Grafton/Lancaster  Area  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee 
pursuant  to  RSA  53-B:  1  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,413  for  investigative 
engineering  services.  This  committee  shall  study  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  District  and  shall  report  back  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  for  fur- 
ther action  at  a  subsequent  Town  Meeting.

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Tucker  Road,  to  the  driveway  of  Melvin

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  another  active  year  with  many  subdivision  applications 
being  submitted  and  approved.  Largest  and  most  notable  was  the  December  approval 
of  the  Dalton  Gold  Mines  subdivision  on  Dalton  Ridge  consisting  of  34  lots  of  approx- 
imately ten  acres  each.  Fourteen  lots  in  the  same  development  were  approved  in  1984. 

An  amendment  was  added  to  our  Subdivision  Regulations  regarding  condominiums. 
This  type  of  housing  (multi-unit)  is  not  being  discouraged,  but  certain  safeguards  can 
be  maintained  now  that  this  type  of  housing  must  be  approved  as  a  subdivision  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Linda  Cloutier  joined  the  Board  as  Secretary  last  spring,  and  was  also  chosen  by  the 
members  to  be  an  alternate  member.  The  minutes  that  she  takes  at  each  meeting  are 
posted  outside  the  Town  Hall  within  a  week  after  each  regular  meeting. 

After  serving  as  a  member  and  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  past  five  years, 
I  chose  not  to  be  appointed  for  another  three-year  term.  Carroll  Rexford  is  currently 
serving  as  Chairman. 

Ray  Hayes  was  sworn  in  as  the  newest  Board  member. 

Meetings  are  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  in  the  Town  Hall.  The  public 
is  always  welcome  to  attend.

DALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Annual  Report  for  Year  Ending  December  31,  1986 

In  calendar  year  1986  we  continued  to  improve  our  department.  Fire  Training  was 
one  of  our  major  concerns,  with  several  new  members  attending  Fire  School  around 
the  North  Country. 

There  has  been  400  feet  of  1  lA  "  hose  purchased  and  will  be  put  on  Engine  I  to  replace 
400  feet  of  hose  that  was  blown  when  testing  in  mid-summer.  This  hose  was  bought 
in  1952. 

The  siren  has  been  relocated  from  the  town  building  to  the  top  of  the  Fire  Station. 

The  Firemen's  Auxiliary  purchased  10  pagers  and  installed  a  tone  system  in  our  base 
station.  They  also  purchased  tow  chains  for  each  of  our  trucks.  These  items  cost  ap- 
proximately $4,000. 

A  125  gallon-per-minute  portable  pump  was  donated  to  the  department  from  Saunders 
Brothers  of  Westbrook,  Maine.  This  is  not  a  new  one,  but  one  that  has  been  rebuilt. 

A  total  of  thirty  calls  were  received  and  responded  to  with  no  structural  fires.

What  we  are  planning  for  1987  is  purchasing  new  gear  —  coats,  helmets,  etc.  Some 
of  the  ones  we  have  now  are  14  years  old.  Some  of  our  new  members  do  not  have  gear 
and  there  is  not  enough  to  go  around. 

Our  breathing  apparatus  (Scott  Packs)  needs  to  be  rebuilt  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  fire  service.  To  rebuild  would  cost  $345,  and  to  buy  would  cost  $1,200  each. 

I  have  asked  for  a  20%  increase  this  year  in  the  budget  so  we  can  purchase  some  of 
this  equipment. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Firemen,  the  Auxiliary,  the  Fire  Police,  the  Police  Department, 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Dalton  for  their  support  during  the  year.  Nine- 
teen hundred  eighty-six  has  made  my  job  as  your  Fire  Chief  a  lot  easier. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  leave  you  with  this  thought: 

Most  people  think  his  job  is  soft 

Because  they  often  see 

The  man  who  runs  our  trucks  relaxing  easily. 

But  as  for  me,  I  wouldn't  want  the  job  he  has  to  do

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal.  The  two 
leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  per- 
mission of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your 
help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Con- 
tact your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance 
is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be 
violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting 
April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  land- 
owners. Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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REPORT  OF  STUDY  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  BY  SELECTMEN 

TOWN  OF  DALTON 

IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  WARRANT  ARTICLE  6,  TOWN  MEETING,  SPRING 

1986 

Recommended  Construction  and  Facilities  Improvements 

Assumptions: 

1 .  That  the  Land  Usage  Plan  presented  to  Selectmen  in  December  1986  will  be  a  valid 
basis  for  future  construction  projects. 

2.  That  the  boundary  lines  between  the  land  owned  by  the  Town  of  Dalton  and  that 
belonging  to  the  Dalton  Congregational  Church  will  be  resolved  and  fixed  by  survey. 

3.  That  the  extent  of  available  land  owned  by  the  Town  will  be  fixed  by  survey  prior 
to  final  decisions  regarding  future  construction  behind  the  Town  Hall,  and  that  the  survey 
will  be  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  proper  design  (e.g.  topographic  data,  contour  inter- 
val not  more  than  5'). 

4.  That  ample  land  is  currently  owned  by  the  Town  as  shown  by  the  Land  Usage  Plan 
to  accommodate  the  projects  and  usages  envisioned  by  the  committee. 

5.  That  the  Town  will  authorize  the  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan  to  provide  definitive 
long  range  guidance  for  development  of  town  facilities.  The  absence  of  such  a  plan  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  has  been  a  severe  handicap  to  the  Study 
Committee. 

Projects  Recommended  for  1987: 

Town  Garage: 

A  new  garage  is  considered  essential  to  proper  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Town's 
ever-increasing  fleet  of  equipment,  currently  exceeding  space  available  in  the  existing 
garages.  The  existing  garages  are  inadequate  to  allow  proper  care  of  the  larger  and  more 
sophisticated  equipment  essential  to  the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  town  roads. 

The  garage  recommended  would  be  40'  x  100'  in  size,  with  5  bays,  as  shown  by  the 
plans  posted  in  the  Town  Hall.  It  should  be  located  behind  the  Town  Hall  as  shown 
by  the  Land  Usage  Plan.  There  is  ample  room  there  for  the  new  building  and  for  out- 
side storage  of  materials  and  for  expansion  should  that  be  necessary  in  the  future.  Mov- 
ing the  garage  site  would  free  the  present  site  for  development  into  parking  spaces  and 
for  future  expansion  of  the  Town  Hall  should  that  become  necessary.  Specifications 
for  the  proposed  garage  are  being  prepared. 

Fire  House: 

The  first  of  several  important  improvements  to  the  Fire  House  should  be  made  in 
1987.  The  Fire  House  currently  lacks  several  significant  features  that  are  considered 
essential  to  reduce  operating  costs  and  that  would  improve  the  efficiency  of  operations 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  existing  overhead  doors  not  only  leak  a  great  deal  of  cold  air  but  they  are  also 
raised  and  lowered  manually,  a  time  consuming  process.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  these  doors  be  replaced  by  insulated  doors  that  are  electrically  operated. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  that  an  additional  6"  of  insulation  be  added  to  that 
in  the  Fire  House  ceiling  to  reduce  heating  costs. 
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Town  Hall: 

The  Committee  is  aware  of  the  increased  usage  of  the  Town  Hall  and  feels  that  greater 
flexibility  could  be  achieved  by  making  better  use  of  the  large  room  on  the  north  side 
of  the  basement.  This  room  has  been  renovated  partially,  and  the  Committee  feels  that 
these  renovations  should  be  completed  to  make  the  room  more  attractive,  larger,  and 
comfortable.  Completion  entails  installation  of  a  hung  ceiling  along  with  recessed  floures- 
cent  light  fixture,  and  removal  of  the  large  concrete  water  cistern  that  now  occupies  con- 
siderable space  on  the  SW  corner. 

Safety  items  such  as  handrails,  ramps,  door  openings,  items  for  the  handicapped  should 
be  done  during  this  period,  if  not  done  already.  The  scope  of  this  work  has  not  been 
defined,  but  the  Committee  is  aware  that  discussions  have  taken  place  on  this  subject. 

The  ladies  rest  room  should  also  be  improved  by  the  addition  of  doors  to  the  toilet  stalls. 

Septic  System: 

A  septic  system  is  considered  essential  to  serve  the  Town  Hall,  Fire  Station  and  Highway 
Equipment  Garage.  The  system  would  be  sized  to  accommodate  the  Town  Hall  sewage 
discharge,  that  from  the  Highway  Garage  and  also  from  toilet  facilities  recommended 
for  future  installation  in  the  Fire  House.  It  is  noted  that  sewage  from  the  Town  Hall 
is  currently  discharged  on  the  surface  behind  the  Town  Hall. 

Projects  Recommended  for  1988  and  Future  Years: 

Fire  House: 

Additional  projects  are  recommended  to  make  the  Fire  House  more  energy  efficient 
and  suitable  for  operations.  Exterior  walls  should  be  insulated,  storms  or  double-glazed 
windows  and  doors  installed.  The  areas  above  the  office  and  kitchen  should  be  reinforced 
and  stairs/ladders  provided  to  allow  these  valuable  heated  spaces  to  be  used  for  storage. 

Lighting  is  really  marginal  for  even  the  most  elementary  operations.  Lighting  should 
be  improved  in  both  personnel  and  garage  spaces.  The  latter  would  allow  firemen  to 
see  properly  to  work  on  equipment. 

Restrooms  should  be  provided  for  both  men  and  women.  Disposal  facilities  are  recom- 
mended above. 

Grounds  Improvements: 

Improvements  to  the  grounds  are  recommended  to  expand  parking  facilities  and  to 
correct  drainage  detrimental  to  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall.  With  the  completion 
of  the  garage,  existing  garage  buildings  west  of  the  Town  Hall  should  be  removed.  The 
Town  should  request  permission  from  the  Church  to  demolish  those  buildings  belong- 
ing to  the  Church  so  as  to  provide  one  large  parking  lot  to  the  benefit  of  both  the  Town 
and  the  Church.  Areas  2,  3,  and  4,  as  shown  by  the  Land  Usage  Plan  should  be  leveled 
as  necessary  to  provide  for  well-drained  parking  lots  serving  both  the  Town  Hall  and 
the  Church.  Overflow  for  events  held  at  the  school  would  also  benefit  from  the  enlarged 
lots,  especially  area  4.  Areas  2  and  3  should  be  dedicated  to  future  expansion  of  the 
Fire  House.  Under  no  circumstances  should  these  areas  be  used  for  other  purposes  such 
as  installation  of  septic  systems,  public  or  private.  Perimeter  drains  should  be  installed 
along  the  west  side  of  the  Town  Hall  to  eliminate  the  problem  of  water  seepage  into 
the  basement. 

Town  Hall: 

When  the  above  drainage  problems  have  been  corrected,  the  mens  restroom  in  the 
basement  should  be  renovated,  providing  a  hung  ceiling,  a  urinal  or  a  second  water  closet.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1986  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North  Country  Council 
as  it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North 
Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under  NHS  RSA  36:45 
and  is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities  assistance  in  local  community 
planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste,  transportation,  and  various  other  com- 
munity services.  Besides  the  direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  com- 
munity, it  is  an  advocate  for  all  North  Country 'towns  in  legislative  and  funding  issues 
at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

Growth  and  development  is  no  longer  unique  to  southern  New  Hampshire;  North 
Country  towns  are  experiencing  similar  growth  pressures.  The  Council  recognizes  the 
impacts  associated  with  this  development  to  schools,  roads,  waste  disposal,  water,  etc. 
The  Council  is  dedicated  to  assisting  town  officials  with  these  complicated  issues.  Because 
most  of  the  Council  member  towns  do  not  have  a  staff  of  their  own  to  do  the  research, 
answer  the  questions  and  respond  to  incoming  requests,  the  Council  has  revised  the  way 
we  help  member  towns.  Now,  each  town  has  a  staff  person  assigned  to  assist  the  local 
officials  of  that  town  with  their  daily  needs.  In  this  way,  the  Council  serves  its  member- 
ship more  efficiently. 

In  Dalton,  we  provided  information  on  condominium  development  and  Master  Plan- 
ning, continued  administration  of  a  Housing  Program  —  Phase  I,  and  began  Housing 
Program  —  Phase  II.  We  provided  planning  assistance  to  the  Upper-Grafton/Lancaster 
Area  Solid  Waste  District  and  submitted  the  10-year  plan  to  the  State. 

Economic  Development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's  overall  agency  mission. 
This  year  the  Council  developed  two  marketing  products:  a  regional  brochure  promoting 
the  region  and  community  profiles  which  the  ten  growth  communities  in  the  region  are 
using  to  market  their  industrial  development  potential.  The  Council  also  produced  a 
series  of  magazine  advertisements,  along  with  a  display  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposi- 
tion, promoting  the  North  Country  as  the  sensible  place  to  do  business.  The  Council 
is  now  developing  a  workshop  series  on  industrial  development  marketing  for  local  of- 
ficials in  the  region  who  are  actively  seeking  economic  development. 

This  past  summer  the  Council  co-sponsored  the  very  successful  North  Country 
legislative  tour.  Over  285  legislators  and  their  guests  toured  the  North  Country  getting 
a  glimpse  of  the  life,  economy,  and  culture  that  makes  our  region  unique.  A  follow-up 
legislative  reception  was  held  in  December  to  develop  a  legislative  agenda  for  1987.  The 
tour  and  reception  should  have  future  beneficial  legislative  impact  to  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns  on  federal 
and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  the  Council  administer  over  $3.0 
million  in  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds.  The  funds  cover  such  activities 
as  housing  rehabilitation,  downtown  revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds,  and 
housing  rehabilitation  feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  improvement 
-in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth 
in  several  towns  have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's 
assistance  takes  many  forms:  regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and 
update,  and  assistance  on  a  regular  or  one-time  basis  for  subdivison  and  site  plan 
applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with  the  NH 
Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such  topics  as  local  planning 
board  procedures,  administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent 
court  cases  and  state  law  changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns  in  solving 
local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and  appreciate  the  involvement  of  town  of- 
ficials and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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UPPER  GRAFTON/LANCASTER  AREA  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 


WHAT  IS  THE  UGLA  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT? 

The  Upper  Grafton  and  Lancaster  Area  Solid  Waste  Districts  are  two  solid  waste 
management  areas  mandated  under  RSA  149-M.  The  Upper  Grafton  District  is  com- 
posed of  Bethlehem,  Carroll,  Easton,  Franconia,  Littleton  and  Sugar  Hill.  Dalton,  Jef- 
ferson, Lancaster,  Northumberland,  Randolph,  Stark  and  Whitefield  make  up  the  Lan- 
caster Area  District. 

The  intent  of  joining  the  districts  together  has  been  to  develop  a  regional,  economically 
and  environmentally  sound  solid  waste  disposal  solution.  Since  the  summer  of  1985, 
the  district  towns  have  met  regularly  to  work  toward  a  cost  effective  approach  to  this 
reigonal  problem. 

OPTIONS  INVESTIGATED 

In  March  1986,  District  Plan  Options  were  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the  State. 
Alternatives  were  preliminarily  investigated.  These  included  straight  incineration,  waste- 
to-energy  plants,  transfer  to  other  facilities  and  primary  landfill  (see  the  Upper  Graf- 
ton/Lancaster Area  Solid  Waste  District  Report,  March  1986). 

At  March  1986  Town  Meeting,  nine  district  towns  appropriated  $30,000  to  hire  an 
engineering  firm  to  further  develop  the  alternatives  (only  52  percent  was  spent). 

THE  RESULTS  OF  THE  SURVEY 

In  a  draft  report  submitted  in  late  December  1986,  several  recommendations  were  made. 
The  district  towns  decided  to  move  forward  with  the  two  most  practical  and  affordable 
options  —  a  regionally  operated  44  ton  per  day  sanitary  landfill  and  initiate  negotia- 
tions with  private  vendors  in  the  area  for  use  of  their  waste-to-energy  plants.  Both  alter- 
natives shall  be  pursued,  in  order  to  achieve  the  best  price  and  if  one  alternative  fails 
then  a  back  up  facility  is  in  the  works. 

WHAT  IS  THE  NEXT  STEP? 

The  District  has  outlined  a  scope  of  work  and  a  budget  of  $56,500  to  pursue  the  next 
step  in  arriving  at  a  solid  waste  disposal  solution.  For  each  town  the  percentage  of  the 
total  cost  is  the  same  as  the  percentage  of  their  contribution  to  the  total  waste  stream.
